City panel backs 14 projects

The Lompoc Beautification Com­ 
mission

motions, recommending to the city 
council 14 projects to improve the 
appearance of the city. 
Projects ranged in estimated 
costs from $120 for two benches to 
$16,000 for an information center. 
Recommended 
completion dates 
ranged 
from immediately 
for 
development of the G Street Plan to 
25 years to relocate all utility 
services (lines) underground. 
The commission’s motions include 
an approximated $7,000 expenditure 
of donated beautification funds to 
finance in whole and in part several 
of the projects. These projects 
were: 
—installation of the long-proposed 
city entry sign on Highway 246 near 
Grefco. An estimated $2,000 cost 
project,

—extension of the bench program 
to the Public Library from H St. 
along North Ave. with two benches.

If this project is not 
already funded by the city, the 
commission would contribute $1,000 
toward its completion.

of Watergate conversations that 
President Nixon was engaged in a 
criminal plot to obstruct justice. 
In issuing a 50-page summary 
“ white paper,” the White House 
launched a lull-fledged attack on 
John W. Dean III, fired one year ago 
today as presidential counsel. Much 
ol the document dealt with Nixon’s 
Sept. 15, 1972, and March 21, 1973, 
conversations with Dean, who later 
became 
the 
Presidents 
chief 
accuser. 
The summary was presented to 
substantiate 
Nixon’s 
assertion 
Monday night that his release of 
1,200 pages of the transcripts would 
clear him of any involvement in 
Watergate and would “ tell it all.’ 
In reference to the Sept. 
15 
conversation, the day the original 
seven Watergate indictments were 
handed down, the summary says 
that Nixon told Dean: 


“ But the way you have handled all 
this seems to me has been very 
skillful, putting your finger in the 
leaks that have sprung here and 
have sprung there.” 


The white paper said Nixon made 
the statement “ in the context not of 
a criminal plot to obstruct justice as 
Dean alleges, but rather in the 
context of 
the 
politics of 
the 
matter.” 


Dean testified 
at the Senate 
Watergate hearings last summer 
Nixon in that conversation had 
congratulated him for containing 
the investigation of the Watergate 
break-in. 


In the conclusion of the summary, 
the White House said: “ Throughout 
the period of the Watergate affair 
the raw material of these recorded 
confidential 
conversations 
esta­ 
blishes that the President had no 
prior knowledge of the Watergate 
break-in 
and 
that

knowledge of any coverup prior to 
1973.” 


President pays

—This is coupled with a “ rather 
significant increase in the proposed 
spending plan ' for the county. 
—The area ot salary adjustments 
will represent perhaps the most 
diihcult decision the county will be 
faced with.

board pay boost, with the Service

promising it will ask for even more 
if it can represent the clerks.)

Golan battle blazes 
for 50th straight day 


United Press International 
Israel said its planes attacked in 
waves 
today 
against 
Syrian 
positions on Mt. Hermon while tank 
and artillery duels blazed on the 
Golan Heights below for the 50th 
consecutive day. Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger was reported 
seeking a cease-fire there before 
start of any disengagement talks. 
Damascus Radio said the fighting 
on the Golan Heights was so fierce 
that long lines of Israeli settlers'on 
the disputed heights were fleeing 
back into Israel. Israeli officials 
disputed the report as did several of 
the Israeli settlers. 
An Israeli military spokesman 
said the Israeli planes attacked in 
waves in strikes that lasted about 30 
minutes 
and 
that 
the 
planes 
encountered no Syrian interception 
as they did Monday when Syrian and 
Israeli planes fought the biggest 
aerial battle since the October war. 
He said all planes returned safely to 
base. 
On 
the 
ground, 
the 
Syrians 
directed artillery and tank fire at 
Israeli positions in the northern 
sector of the October war battlefield 
and the southern sector of the Golan 
Heights west of the 1967 cease-fire 
line, the military command said. 
Israeli gunners returned the fire. 
Syrian communiques said Syrian 
forces destroyed three Israeli tanks, 
blew up an ammunition depot and 
killed or wounded a number of 


israeli troops early today in fighting 
that spread from Mt. Hermon all 
along the front. Israel reported one 
of its soldiers wounded. 
The latest Israeli air strike came 
as Kissinger held talks in Algiers 
with President Houan Boumedienne 
on the way to Egypt, Israel and 
Syria in his latest effort to arrange a 
troop disengagement agreement. 
The Israeli cabinet scheduled a 
meeting this afternoon to discuss 
proposals 
to 
be 
presented 
to 
Kissinger for a separation of forces 
on the Golan Heights. 
The Tel Aviv newspaper Ha’aretz 
said the cabinet would reject Syrian 
calls for Israeli withdrawal from the 
Golan Heights. The newspaper said 
Israel wanted a formal U.N. buffer 
zone between the opposing armies 
rather than U.N. observers posted 
on both sides of the truce line. 
A 
m ilitary 
spokesman 
in 
Damascus 
said Syrian artillery 
destroyed five Israeli tanks and 
damaged a radar station Monday in 
clashes that continued into the night 
on 9,232foot Mt. Hermon. 
Damascus Radio said Syrian jets 
shot down five Israeli planes and air 
detenses brought down another in 
Monday's fighting. The broadcast 
reported the loss of two Syrian 
planes. 
Israeli pilots reported downing 
four Syrian MIG21s in a lOminute 
battle and said an Arab pilot bailed 
out of a stricken craft over Lebanon.

County approves $10,000 
look at Goleta annexation

Opposition to the procedures preliminary 
to a possible ballot proposal for Santa 
Barbara city annexation of Goleta Valley 
cropped up on the Board of Supervisors 
Monday. 
But the board wound up voting 3-2 to hire 
San Francisco governmental consultant 
John Sanger for a maximum $10,000 fee to 
prepare documents preparatory to a final 
determination on annexation by the Local 
Agency Formation Commission. 
The county earlier had set itself up as a 
“ proponent” of the annexation proposal 
advanced 
by 
the 
Goleta 
Valley 
Governmental Group. 
But board chairman Charles F. Catterlin 
said he thought the supervisors had become 
proponents 
“ me rel y 
to 
do 
an 
environmental impact report” as required 
by the courts. He and Supervisor Jam es M. 
Slater, of Goleta Valley, voted against the 
hiring of Sanger, with Supervisors Curtis 
Tunnell, Frank Frost and Francis Beattie 
supporting 
the 
recommendation 
of 
Administrative 
Officer 
Raymond 
D. 
Johnson. 


Johnson, who also is executive officer of 
LAFCO, said he felt grant funds could pay 
for Sanger’s services to cost $18.75 hourly. 
Some $5,000 in county in-kind services will 
also be needed, he said. 


Protesting Sanger's appointment were 
the Isla Vista Municipal Advisory Council, 
and Isla Vista spokesmen Carmen Lodise 
and Joni Harris. Isla Vistans urged that a 
citizen committee rather than Sanger set 
up 
a 
two-tier 
pr opos al 
before 
documentation is started. They claimed 
that public support for annexation is 
lacking at this time, although Johnson 
replied 
he 
felt 
the 
Goleta 
Valley 
Governmental Group had the backing of 
“ representative” groups in the area. 


Johnson said it now appears the county 
will be required to draw up a full-scale 
environmental

— Can a small town pass

Absolutely not, a federal 
judge ruled Monday 
The decision came in the 
case

P etalum a,

community of 30,600 persons 
50 miles north of here, in 
Sonoma 
County. 
Studies 
indicate the population will 
double by 1985 


In an attempt to retain its 
rural character, the city 
passed 
laws 
and 
zoning 
regulations to prevent the 
building of more than 500 
new houses a year. 


U.S. District Judge Lloyd 
H. Burke Monday ruled the 
“ P e t a l u m a 
P l a n ” 
unconstitutional, saying the 
city could 
not halt the 
n a t u r a l 
i n f l u x 
of 
suburbanites. 
Burke said the ordinance 


was designed to restrict 
population growth and was 
“ in violation of the right to 
t r a v e l 
a n d , 
h e n c e , 
unconstitutional.” 
In 
a 
formal 
opinion 
backing up an order issued 
earlier this year, Burke said 
traditional zoning laws to 
regulate population density 
in neighborhoods and to set 
standards of construction 
were allowed. 


“The only issue presented 
here, for the first time, is 
w h e t h e r 
o r 
not 
a 
municipality may claim the 
specific right to keep others 
away.” 


The decision, Burke said, 
“ is intended to encompass, 
not 
only 
the 
outright 
numerical limitations upon 
the 
issuance of building 
permits, but also any and all 
features of the plan, which, 
directly or indirectly, seek 
to control population growth 


by any means other than 
market demands ” 
Burke said the city ’s argu­ 
ment that water and sewage 
facilities would not be able 
to 
handle 
the 
increased 
population was “ not true” 
because such facilities could 
easily be expanded to handle 
growth. 
He also noted that the no­ 
growth policy of Petaluma 
would force other cities in 
the rapidly expanding San 
Francisco 
Bay 
Area 
to 
handle an increased share of 
people. 
The construction industry 
brought the suit against the 
city, 
claiming 
that 
a 
procedure 
for 
obtaining 
building permits amounted 
to 
a 
“ hazing 
system ” 
intended 
to 
discourage 
builders. The judge said he 
would appoint a referee to 
handle disputes which arise 
over new housing in the 
future.

LAS VEGAS (UPI) — Nevada-Las Vegas basketball 
coach Jerry Tarkanian’s lawyer has written a letter to 
NCAA Executive Director Walter Byers asking for a 
hearing for his client, it was disclosed Monday . 
The letter, sent by attorney Richard Phillips, was 
dated last Saturday. 
In effect, the letter threatened a suit against the 
NCAA unless Tarkanian was granted a hearing to 
refute four charges of misconduct inferred against 
him by the NCAA. 
The charges included a long list of alleged violations 
of NCAA rules by former Long Beach State personnel 
in a release made public by the NCAA Council last 
Jan. 6. 
Tarkanian was the head basketball coach at Long 
Beach for five years. He coached here last season. 


In the letter, Phillips said he had been advised by 
Tarkanian that “these allegations bear no truth in fact 
as they pertain to him.” 


Stating that Tarkanian has never been allowed to 
confront his accusers and present evidence in his own 
behalf, Phillips told Byers: 


“I am well aware of the NCAA position but no 
action has been taken against Coach Tarkanian and 
therefore he is not entitled to review. However, it 
should be abundantly clear that the action of the 
council adversely effects my client’s interest. I 
request that appropriate administrative relief be 
granted in the form of a hearing and the eventual 
revision of the resolution; otherwise we will have no 
recourse but to litigate.”

DryderVs an 'amateur7 on principle

TORONTO — (NEA) — Ken Dryden only 
last season had been the young goalie 
sensation of the, as they say, legendary 
Montreal Canadiens. He still plays hockey, 
but now the 26-year-old Dryden skates as 
defenseman for a team in the Lake Shore 
Community League here. 
"I'm not too good at it,” said Dryden 
recently, “ but I’m getting better, though I 
don’t 
think 
I’ll 
ever 
be 
a 
classic 
defenseman.” 
He said he scored a goal in the first shitt 
of the first game he played this season, and 
was unsure what^ to do, until one of his 
team m ates told him to throw up his arms 
and skate around center ice. 
"It wasn t a great shot,” he said, “and 
besides, the goalie should have had it.” 
In his heart, obviously, Dryden is still a 
goalie. And soon he plans to return to the 
strange world of cobbwebby net and scary 
mask. He says that next season he will join 
a World Hockey Association team (he is 
not yet sure which one) since he cannct 
play in the National Hockey League unless 
he plays fcr Montreal. And he won’t do 
that. 
Dryden left the Canadiens rather than 
sign a contract for less money than he 
believed he deserved. He says he had been 
earning mere than $50,000 but less than 


$100,000. “ And all I asked for was what 
other comparable players were m aking,” 
he said. “ But the Canadiens didn t think 
they had to pay me th at.’’ 
The Canadien management, according to 
Dryden, have had a history of arrogant 
treatm ent toward its players. “ It’s a great 
city, and it s a great team ,” said Dryden, 
"so they always got away with paying their 
players less than they should have. ” 


Dryden would not be budged from his 
position. 
“ It 
became 
a 
m atter 
ot 
principle,” he said. Dryden, the only Ivy 
Leaguer (Cornell graduate) to ever play 
goalie in the National Hockey League, 
learned first-hand about principles lrom 
working during summ ers as one ol Ralph 
Nader’s Raiders on pollution control. 


Dryden is not the typical hockey player 
who has only an eighth-grade education to 
go along with his set of false teeth. He has 
graduated from law school, and is now 
working for a distinguished law tirm in 
Toronto, his home town. 


He is what is known as an articling 
student. In Canada, a prospective lawyer 
must work one year as a kind of apprentice 
with a law firm before he is perm itted to 
write the bar exam. With another articling 
student, Dryden shares a small office 
which he describes as “ basically strew n.” 


He is not a high liver and seem s able to 
make ends m eet even on his present salary 
ol $7,000 a year. “ I ’m trying to pass off this 
blue sport jacket and blue pants I’m 
wearing as a suit,” he said, with a laugh, 
“ but 1 don’t think I’m making it.” 
Since he does only research for other 
lawyers in the office, there is little 
continuity 
and 
thus 
little 
lawyerly 
satisfaction. It is learning the basics. It is 
unglamorous. 
"But hockey life is also unglamorous,” 
said Dryden. “ Yes, I miss the competition 
of 
top-flight 
hockey 
because 
it 
was 
interesting and exciting. But I never 
thought the life was glamorous. Nobody 
thinks much about the hours spent in 
airports or in hotel lobbies — waiting. 
“ And the cheers. You know, I almost 
never hear the cheers because I’m so 
engrossed in the gam e.” 
To stay in shape, Dryden plays a little 
squash, a little basketball and, of course, a 
little hockey. 
"I play defense for two reasons,” he 
said. "First, when you’re a goalie, you 
always want to get out and skate and score 
a goal. Second, I get more of a feeling cf 
competition playing a foreign position. I 
don’t think it would be much fun to go from 
goalie in the NHL to goalie in a community 
league in one year . ”

Stream fishing season on the central coast will open May 


25, while the rest of the state started last Saturday. We 
open late to protect small sea-bound steelhead 


Many waters will be affected by the curtailment of fish 


stocking due to the energy crisis and the unavailability of 
fish from the hatcheries. Oceano Lagoon and Lopez Creek 
will be among the hardest hit. 
We think there will be wild trout in the neighborhood of 


Sulphur Pots, 
a long walk from the end of 
the trail. In the old Lopez 
pre-dam 
days we drove 


regularly to this spot and 
had good luck with native 
trout. We see no reason why 
it should be any different 
now. The spot 
is definitely not overfished. 
POND FISHING 


Sad to relate, we have turned into a “ pond fisherman ' 
A cousin we visited in Porterville last week invited us to a 


private pond. We went for the idea when he told us that we 
could catch blue gill, catfish and maybe bass, though our 
thoughts of blue gill ran to the miserable little bait-stealers 
at Lopez Lake. 
Arriving at the pond, our host produced a long cane pole, 


short line, bobber, and snelled No. 6 hook, and looked 
askance at my nice Fenwick casting rod. 
We had at it, and no sooner had my worm and two-oound 


test line hit the water when we got a hit that felt like a 
rainbow trout. It turned out to be a nine-inch blue gill, and 
my respect for this breed of fish shot up. 
I threw this one back, and we wound up with a mess of 


fish, all over 10 inches. I^ie big one was a 15-inch catfish. 
Our friend, faring poorly with his pole, broke out a 


spinning outfit, aiming for the deep water like his city 
slicker cousin. 
OCEAN FISHING 


Salmon fishing was on the quiet side again last week, with 


less than one fish per boat average. The wind is partly to 
blame. Rock fishing has been excellent, with plenty of 
limits, but not many boats out 


The salmon situation is hard to account for. John Wilson s 


party boat “ A.B.C.” is equipped with a fish finder, and 
Wilson reports that the fish can be seen on the bottom, but 
just won’t come up to feed. 
The flesh of those caught so far has been very red, 


meaning they are probably feeding on shrimp. The heavy 
winds may have scattered the anchovies and forage fish, 
driving the salmon deeper, into shrimp country and out of 
the range of the sports angler. That’s about as good an 
excuse as we can come up with. 
The Santa Barbara - Hueneme area reports good bottom 


fishing, with lots of limits. The Cisco Landing in Oxnard 
reports big cow cod the chief take, with mixed bags of 
everything else. Bottom fishing out of San Simeon has been 
fabulous, reports Virg Moore.

Need for water 


In nearly the entire history of Lompoc 
Valley, water has been a prime subject for 
discussion. Times have not changed. It 
still is. 
It is our belief that today the matter of 
supplemental water for Lompoc Valley is 
a most serious one. There appears to be no 
hope, today, for reviving the Lompoc 
Narrows Dam project. The importation of 
State Water Project water still remains in 
interm inable 
discussion 
stages. 
Meanwhile, ranchers and farmers show 
concern over the dropping of their water 
tables. 
The Santa Ynez River basm has been 
studied and re-studied. The last, most 
complete study, cost thousands upon 
thousands of dollars and produced 
the 
proposed Lompoc Narrows Dam project. 
The conclusions of all the studies is that

at some point, supplemental water for the 
Valley must be obtained. 
To point out the seriousness of this 
subject, we refer back to a Bureau of 
Reclamation Study submitted June 8,1955. 
This study, too, reached the conclusion of 
the need for supplemental water in the 
Valley. 
The 
need 
was 
based on a 
population projection in 1955 of 13,000 
people in Lompoc and 2,400 in Solvang by 
the year 2000 
We all know what our population in the 
Valley and in Solvang is today. If the need 
for supplemental water in 1955 was 
concluded on such projections, what is it 
today? 
We believe it is high time that words be 
dropped 
and 
action 
started 
for 
supplemental Valley water before it is too 
late. 


Constitutional confab 


It has not been widely noticed that 
the House Judiciary Committee 
faces not only the question whether 
to impeach Mr. Nixon, but what to 
impeach him for. The general 
assumption is that he will stand trial 
or not depending on whether the 
circum stantial 
evidence 
is 
overwhelming that Mr. Nixon knew 
about the break-in, or participated 
in its cover-up. It is not widely 
enough recognized that a huge 
intellectual lobby has built up asking 
that 
Nixon 
be 
impeached 
on 
multifarious charges. The Judiciary 
Committee cannot help 
but feel that any 
failure to acknow­ 
ledge these charges 
against Mr. Nixon is 
in effect to take, 
n e g a tive ly, 
a 
historic 
position 
concerning 
the 
powers 
of 
the 
Executive. 
Consider the question of the secret 
bombing 
of 
Cambodia. 
The 
American Civil Liberties Union is 
only one of many who hold that this 
is an impeachable offense. The 
Rodino Committee has undoubtedly 
discovered itself that there are a 
dozen 
precedents 
in 
American 
history for doing this kind ot thing. 
But having been asked formally by 
the House of Representatives to 
establish whether Mr. Nixon has 
committed 
any 
impeachable 
offenses, inevitably the Committee 
will feel that not to impeach Nixon 
on this count is to say to future 
Presidents, in effect, that they may 
safely 
rely on the Cambodian 
precedent to bomb at will, and 
disguise from the people and the 
Congress the fact of their having 
done so. 
In evitab ly 
there 
w ill 
be 
Congressmen on that committee 
who will reason that they are best 
off 
voting 
impeachment, 
and 
passing the burden along to other 
bodies to validate or invalidate the 
impeachment. First, of course, the 
House of Representatives - at - 
large. Then the Senate of the United 
States. If the Trial of President 
Nixon is going to result, in effect, in 
a deliberate review of the powers of

the President, we may as well 
consult not only the entire House of 
Representatives, which by failing to 
impeach on a particular point takes 
upon itself the responsibility of 
establishing 
policy 
for 
future 
Presidents; but also the Senate of 
the United States, which is in any 
case linked more closely by the 
Constitution to the 
making 
of 
foreign policy. 
My guess is that if the Committee 
is 
ambiguous 
on 
the 
whole 
Watergate 
business, it will be 
tempted not to impeach at all. But 
that if it is driven to impeaching for 
any reason at all, it will be tempted, 
while 
at 
it, 
to 
impeach 
on 
practically every allegation. Well, 
no; I suppose it isn’t foreseeable 
that the Committee will impeach on 
the grounds that King Timahoe rode 
on 
Air Force 
One. 
reminding 
Anthony Lewis and Garry Wills that 
Congress is irretrievably corrupt. 
But this side of utter triviality, if the 
Committee moves at all it will 
probably move comprehensively, 
inaugurating a great and historic 
debate 
on 
— 
the 
American 
Presidency. 
Now if this happens, as Mr. C. 
Dickerman Williams of New York 
has pointed out, it cannot be 
expected that the Senate will do its 
business in less than one year. The 
trial of Andrew Johnson took almost 
three months. It was infinitely less 
complicated than any trial that 
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would undertake to look into not 
only Mr. Nixon’s connections with 
the plumbers, and later with the 
Justice Department, but also into 
his conduct of the Cambodian war, 
perhaps his handling of his taxes, 
his authorization of individually 
specified security procedures ... We 
are talking about a year; and 
whereas all the talk has been about 
how difficult it would be to run the 
government without a functioning 
President during the period of an 
impeachment trial, suddenly we are 
forced to ask ourselves: What are 
we going to do with a Senate that 
devotes itself for a period of a year 
almost 
exclusively 
to 
matters 
touching on impeachment? 
The cynics will say that this might 
prove to be the most useful Senate 
we ever had. Others will suggest 
that under such circumstances what 
you would have, in the Senate 
Chamber, is the Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court, the “ managers” 
representing the prosecution, the 
president’s defense, and — after 
opening day — only a scattering of 
Senators. The staff, in effect, would 
do the work. And Mr. Nixon would 
be the human instrument through 
which the Constitution as it has 
evolved would be rethought insofar 
as it touches on the growth of the 
American Presidency. It is not 
unlikely that Watergate will be the 
highway 
for 
the 
constitutional 
reform of the Executive. 


Times have changed

School students (classes of 1970 and 
1973) are in town now spreading 
some damnable statements about 
the army. The statements are 
favorable, and that's what is so 
damnable. 
They say hand to hand combat and 
bayonet training has been deleted 
from basic training 
They say K.P. is done by civilians. 
Guys in the infantry enjoy being 
ground-pounders. 
They report that sergeants must 
treat men of less rank as human 
beings. And — what may be the 
supreme declaration — they contend 
that the army is trying to make 
enlisted men happy, whatever that 
is. 
What the hell? 
I 
interviewed 
PFCs 
Kay 
Wittmann, Tom Wittmann, and 
Mike Marzio last week and the story 
appeared in Friday s Record. The 
Wittmanns, who happen to be 
married to each other and assigned 
to the same company at Fort Ord, 
began by saying they are TDY (for 
two or three months) to the new 
army recruiting station in Lompoc 
on a new army program called 
“ Home Town Recruiting.” 
Being temporarily attached to 
your hometown recruiting station 


would have been nothing short of 
wondrous 10 years ago. In the army 
1 knew, such an event would have 
required the influence of the joint 
chiefs 
of 
staff, 
if 
not the 
commander-in-chief. 
Marzio 
added 
enthusiastically 
that 
it is 
a program 
they 
volunteered for, oblivious to the 
howls 
of laughter 
that word 
“ volunteer” used to evoke in the 
army of not so long ago. 
The U.S. Army is nearly a perfect 
furlough today the trio are telling 
young men and women who foresee 
only a wilted future in Lompoc. If a 
lowly private first class wants to 
start college or finish high school, 
he has the blessings of the generals 
themselves. The army will pay 75 
per cent of the tuition and the 
soldier can go on normal duty hours. 
Plus, it doesn’t take away from his 
G .l. 
educational 
benefits 
he 
rightfully receives after getting out 
of the army. 
Being 
a 
soldier 
now 
means 
working a 40 hour week and having 
weekends off. ( uard duty is pulled 
mostly by the infantry. Harassment 
is non-existent. 
A guy or gal can learn a skill or a 
duty station for two, three, or four 
year enlistment. It means a decent 
wage. 
"Since it has changed to an all 
volunteer army, they have changed 
to give people an incentive to enlist 


and stay in,” said Marzio, who is 
stationed at Ft. Carson, Colorado. 
I 
question 
the 
army’s 
new 
philosophy. Maybe the army has 
turned comfortable and reasonable, 
but what can it do for the boy who 
wants to become a man and is 
willing to sign his life away for three 
years of loneliness, apprehension, 
and, 
especially 
during 
off-duty 
hours, hard living? 
Now I ask, have you ever noticed 
that extra dimension of maturity 
that almost all veterans possess? Of 
course, you have. And you have 
because the old inconvenient and 
unsympathetic army put it there. 
Sure, we hated the army with its 
endless inspections, formations, and 
regulations, but that taught us 
discipline and responsibility. Sure, 
we hated being sent overseas for 
years not to see the people at home, 
but that absence fostered our 
independence. 
Sure, we loathed the monotony of 
army life, but that taught us to be 
resourceful. We dir’iked the lifers 
who ordered us around, but that 
taught us tolerance. And K.P., 
which 
we detested, 
taught us 
humility. 
We were good soldiers and we 
complained like good soldiers. Now 
soldiers are praising the army. It’s 
enough to make you say you dodged 
the draft and spent two years in the 
Peace Corps.

Kolish may quit 


One of the biggest efforts made by 
former city attorney James Longtin 
was to fight for an ordinance that 
would have banned the parking of 
vehicles over a certain size on 
residential streets. That was a 
couple of years ago, but the problem 
lingers on. 
At the height of 
the effort Longtin 
and the Planning 
Commission 
through which he 
worked were nearly 
blown out of the tub 
so to speak by the 
collective wrath of 
recreational vehicle 
owners. 
Finally Longtin and the commission 
threw in the sponge. They got hung 
up on the size limitation. Just when 
they thought they had a size that 
could be agreed on, one that 
wouldn’t hurt too many people, 
along came someone who said a 
local dealer had a whole line of 
camper trucks that exceeded that 
limitation. 
One of the listeners to all this 
debate was Norman Kolish. Kolish 
not only listened, but he went out 
and tried to do something about the 
problem. 
He 
established 
a 
recreational vehicle parking lot on F 
Street at Laurel Avenue, fenced it, 
installed overhead flood lights and 
announced he was in business. 
Now, two years and about $11,000 
later Kolish is about to call it quits. 
Unless great good fortune smiles on 
him he plans to close down on July 1, 
an experiment begun on Dec. 1,1972, 
ended. “ I listened to all the debate 
at the time the city tried to impose 
an ordinance and I thought a 
recreational vehicle park would be 
accepted by the public,” Kolish said 
yesterday. 
It didn’t happen that way despite 
a low monthly space rental fee of $10 
and despite the proliferation of 
recreational vehicles of all types. 
He says he counted 562 such vehicles 


with or without engines dotting the 
area. Most of the vehicles were in 
front, back or side yards, but 100 of 
them, Kolish said were parked on 
city streets. 
With good business practice in 
mind he sent more than 500 pieces of 
mail 
to 
the 
owners 
of 
the 
recreational vehicles. Kolish has 
waited in vain for the customers 
who never materialized. 
The few vehicles now parked in 
his site are simply not bringing in 
enough revenue to defray the $500 a 
month lease fee, let alone motorize 
the $2,500 in fencing or provide any 
profit. 
Kolish says he can’t dip into his 
savings any longer to underwrite a 
project that just didn’t get off the 
ground. His decision comes at a 
time when various city department 
heads have been studying the 
matter. Nothing has been said 
publicly, but there has been an 
exchange of memos between Police 
Chief 
James 
D. 
Smith, 
City 
Administrator 
Gene 
Wahlers, 
Community Development Director 
A1 Autry, and administrative aide 
Ric Rea. Crux of the most primary 
concern has been the city’s Section 
11-34 
of 
the 
Municipal 
Code 
authorizing the police department 
“ to remove any vehicle that is 
parked on the street for 72 or more 
consecutive hours.” That note is 
from a memo from Smith. Then 
Smith continues: 
“ Although we 
have the authority to remove all the 
vehicles in violation, I don’t feel that 
strict enforcement is feasible. The 
present volume of vehicles in 
violation of this ordinance, is such 
that our local impound and storage 
agency (Perrys) is not physically 
capable of providing the towing or 
storage service. The energy crisis 
has caused much anxiety at this 
time, could cause 
bitterness and 
dissension between the community 
and city government.” 
Now the fire chief may be getting 
into 
the 
picture 
because 
of 


allegations 
that 
some 
of 
the 
recreational vehicles are parked too 
close to inhabited dwellings, or in 
side yards that could block fire 
suppression efforts in the event of a 
fire. 
For his part, Autry expressed 
concern that “ It would seem that 
the affect of the literal enforcement 
of 
existing 
regulations of the 
municipal 
code 
pertaining 
to 
parking or standing of vehicles and 
appurtenances within the public 
right of way might result in merely 
displacing the problem ... to the 
front yards of private property.” 
Then Autry noted: “ The real 
solution would seem to be a 
coordinated program on behalf of 
the city to have vehicles... removed 
from the street to appropriate yards 
or lots designed and intended to 
accommodate such vehicles in an 
orderly,... and guarded manner.” 
Kolish provided such a site and he 
has some economic wounds to show 
for his effort.
